Nearly half the schools the prov¬ 
ince has promised since 2013 will 
be delayed, Education Minister 
David Eggen announced Tuesday. 

“After thorough review of 
more than 200 ongoing school 
projects in the province, we now 
believe 101 new school and mod¬ 
ernization projects will open 
later than their original estimat¬ 
ed completion date,” said Eggen. 

He said 20 per cent of those 
schools will open a few months 
behind schedule, while 70 per 
cent are a year behind. 

Eggen is asking the auditor 
general to investigate the process 
that led to the delays, but is put¬ 
ting much of the blame on the 
former Progressive Con¬ 
servative government. 

“The former govern¬ 
ment failed to set out 
realistic construction 


guidelines and pushed project 
timelines through without long¬ 
term planning,” he said. “People 
have been asking, where are the 
skeletons from the previous gov¬ 
ernment? This is a big one and 
it’s a thick file.” 

Of the 101 delayed schools, 21 
projects are in Edmonton. 

Lindsay Peddle, chairwoman 
of the parent council at the over¬ 
capacity Michael Strembitsky 
School, was hoping some schools 
under construction nearby would 
ease the pressure, but now she’s 
worried. “The biggest concerns 
is that if it’s delayed now, is it 
going to happen again?” 

Edmonton Public School Board 
chairman Michael Janz said most 
of the announced delays were 
known, but he is pleased to see 
someone will take a broader look. 

“I am veiy eager to read the 
auditor general’s report. I think 
that will have lots of good infor¬ 
mation for those in the school 
planning business,” he said. 

“We have been behind the 
eight ball for a while when 
it comes to new school con¬ 
struction,” said Janz. “And I 
hope this plays into a broader 
discussion.”

Electric buses ‘just 
around the comer’

The city’s electric-bus experi¬ 
ments will continue this win¬ 
ter, which has Mayor Don Ive- 
son excited for the potential 
of an all-electric fleet one day 
in Edmonton’s not-too-distant 
future. 

“We see real value in them 
because, though they cost more 
to buy, they cost way less to run 
... so we’re looking seriously at 
a business case for changing out 
our fleet into electric buses,” 
he said. “The technology is just 
around the corner.” 

Iveson explained one of the 
last obstacles for electric buses 
moving forward is “generat¬ 
ing enough heat to keep a bus 
warm on batteries.” 

Transit spokeswoman Jen¬ 


nifer Laraway said the city is 
leasing two electric buses for 
further “peak winter” testing 
and working to secure as many 
as three others to “test different 
vendor models and proprietaiy 
technologies.” 

Buses will be worked into 
regular service routes during 
the pilot project. 

Testing will also assess elec¬ 
trical requirements for retrofit¬ 
ting garages to charge the buses 
and the associated infrastruc¬ 
ture costs. A report is due to 
the city’s transportation com¬ 
mittee in summer 2016. 
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I'm glad that 
Edmonton is at 
the forefront.

Sharon Smith just thought she 
needed some fresh air when 
she started feeling light-headed 
at the River Cree Casino on 
July 23. 

Instead, she passed out on 


the floor when she stood up 
from the slot machines. 

She woke up surrounded by 
paramedics and resisted their 
help at first, until further test¬ 
ing in the ambulance revealed 
she was having a heart attack. 

On Tuesday, she finally got 
the chance to thank those para¬ 
medics who saved her. 

“It was only after the fact 
that I realized how lucky I 
was,” Smith said. “Initially, I 
just said to myself I’d be better 
in the morning, but obviously 
that was not the case.” 

Paramedics Todd Dundon 
and Jason McNeil used an elec¬ 
trocardiogram test and the

Vital Heart Response (VHR) 
process to aid Smith. 

Developed in Edmonton, the 
VHR process can immediately 
treat heart-attack patients by 
using medication and consul¬ 
tation with a dedicated team 
of on-call physicians. 

The process was used on 


Smith, Dundon said, when it 
became clear she was in ser¬ 
ious trouble. 

“When we laid her on a 
stretcher, she went uncon¬ 
scious for a period of time,” 
Dundon said. “And when pa¬ 
tients do that, it’s a veiy serious 
indication something really 
bad is going on.” 

Dr. Ben Tyrell said the city 
is a leader in saving lives using 
the VHR process. 

“I was amazed at how fo¬ 
cused and co-ordinated they 
were, and the technology is 
pretty impressive,” said Smith. 
“Now I can enjoy a long re¬ 
tirement.”

Auditor: Alberta lax on 
collecting back taxes from 
corporate deadbeats 

The auditor general says 
Alberta's tax collectors are 
falling down on the job 
when it comes to going 
after corporate deadbeats. 

Merwan Saher says in a 
report issued Tuesday that 
some corporations have 
unpaid tax bills going back 
eight years. And he says 
the province is not using 
the tools at its disposal to 
make them pay up. 

"There is a significant 
backlog (of unpaid tax 
files)," Saher told reporters 
on a conference call. 

"There's a series of ad¬ 
ministrative process prob¬ 
lems that we think can be 
improved." Saher said he 
was unable to provide num¬ 
bers or estimates to reflect 
the scope or size of the 
problem. Finance Depart¬ 
ment spokesman Gerald 
Kastendieck agreed that it's 
difficult to quantify, given 
that some files in arrears 
may qualify for a refund, 
have no income to pay 
taxes on or are no longer 
incorporated. 

But he noted that about 
1,000 unfiled returns were 
more than eight years old 
in a department that pro¬ 
cessed 250,000 files last 
year. He said the depart¬ 
ment is already taking steps 
to improve procedures. 

"We will continue to work 
with the (auditor general) 
to ensure government is 
pursuing unfiled tax returns 
as efficiently as possible," 
Kastendieck said in an 
email. Finance Department 
officials are responsible for 
making sure corporations 
file their tax returns within 
six months of their tax year- 
end. The province can issue 
a formal demand to non¬ 
filers for the corporation to 
pay up and issue its own 
estimate of what is owed.

Candidates running in Edmon¬ 
ton faced questions on Mayor 
Don Iveson’s biggest issues, 
including aboriginal issues, 
affordable housing, and infra¬ 
structure funding, Tuesday 
night. 

The city-hosted candidates 
forum had representatives from 
all of the major parties running 
in the federal election. 


Forum moderator Kevin Jones 
asked how each candidate’s party 
would improve life for aboriginal 
communities, prompting NDP 
candidate Linda Duncan to point 
to her party’s pledge on afford¬ 
able daycare. 

She said her party’s commit¬ 
ment to $15 per day childcare 
would go a long way towards 
meeting “pretty basic needs in 
order to be able to participate 
in our society equitably in Ed¬ 
monton.” 

Liberal candidate Karen Leibo¬ 
vici said her party was commit¬ 
ted to “implement all of the rec¬ 
ommendations of the truth and 
reconciliation committee,” and 
Conservative candidate Mike 
Lake, who was raised in a foster 
family with aboriginal siblings, 
said the issues facing indigenous 
groups are not going to be solved 


on a political panel. 

Green candidate Heather 
Workman said her party would 
“repeal the Indian Act, as a first 
step,” and that a “guaranteed 
livable income” would also help 
disadvantaged groups. 

The candidates clashed on the 
issue of infrastructure spending 
as well, with former public works

critic Duncan saying she heard 
“resounding negative feedback” 
in consultations on the Conserv¬ 
atives’ private public partner¬ 
ship (P3) funding model, which 
the NDP would kill to “put that 
billion dollars a year back into 
municipal plans.” 

Lake said the discussion of 
transit funding, which Iveson has 
recently said Edmonton deserves 
more of, “is ongoing.” 

“We are always glad to have a 
conversation about how we fund 
infrastructure in the shared inter¬ 
est of Albertans,” he said. 

Leibovici, formerly the 
president of the Federation of 
Canadian Municipalities, said 
what she called for in that role 
is reflected in the Liberal plan to 
run a modest deficit and guar¬ 
antee “sustainable, predictable 
funding” for municipalities. 


ABORIGINAL ISSUES 

Report 
stats tell 
sad story 

The Edmonton Community 
foundation hopes a new report 
will better tell the story of 
Aboriginal Edmontonians. 

The 2015 Vital Signs report 
“helps (the Edmonton Com¬ 
munity Foundation) tell the 
story of our Aboriginal cit¬ 
izens,” says Researcher John 
Kolkman. 

Councillor Scott McKeen 
calls the report “an invaluable 
tool that will help us better 
serve the unique needs of Ed¬ 
monton’s growing Aboriginal 
population.” The foundation 
said many of the statistics are 
“deeply concerning.” 

Edmonton’s Aboriginal popu¬ 
lation is 5.4 per cent of the 
city’s total population and is 
two times more likely to live in 
poverty. Yet, there are bright 
spots. Kolkman says the num¬ 
ber of Aboriginal youth who 
complete high school within 
3 years has risen from 21.7 
per cent in 2009 to 27 per cent 
in 2013. 

Positive graduation numbers 
are important because 28.4 per 
cent of the region’s Aborigin¬ 
al population are 14 years or 
younger, compared to 17.7 per 
cent of the general population. 
Kolkman calls Aboriginal youth 
“a strategic asset in our ftiture 
labour force.” 

The city’s Aboriginal Youth 
Leadership program, Nilcaniw, 
will help “Aboriginal youth gain 
the skills and opportunities 
they need to live successful 
lives,” says McKeen. The pro¬ 
gram combines cultural teach¬ 
ings with the skills necessary 
for youth to enter water safety 
certification courses. 

Martin Garber-Conrad, Chief

“It feels great,” he said. “It 
makes you feel like you’re part 
of the team already.”

Group homes won’t have any 
new barriers to being set up 
in Edmonton neighbourhoods, 
after city councillors embraced 
the status quo on Tuesday. 

Currently group homes for 
less than six residents are ap¬ 
proved in neighbourhoods just 
as any residential home would 
be and face no other barriers. 

Last month, after an Edmon¬ 
ton teen was charged with mur¬ 
der, police raised concerns 
about how one group home was 
being run, but Mayor Don Ive- 
son said that doesn’t mean the 
city should change the rules. 

“There is no need to change 


the rules and to make things 
tougher for community mem¬ 
bers who need safe and sup¬ 
portive housing,” he said. 

After the young girl was 
charged, the province an¬ 
nounced a review of that par¬ 
ticular group home’s operations 
and staffing levels and Iveson 
said he welcomed that, but said 
he doesn’t want to stand in the 
way of people who need help. 

“That’s probably the right 
thing to do, but at the end

of the day, the question isn’t 
whether this kind of housing 
is needed in a community, the 
question is are the supports 
there for this kind of housing.” 

Zoning changes being con¬ 
sidered could have required 
notification to neighbours 
when a group home moves 
in, and making them discretion- 
aiy for development officers. 

Leah McRorie told council¬ 
lors she wouldn’t want her 
daughters, who have disabil¬ 
ities, to be singled out when 
they move into a new com¬ 
munity. 

“It looks like somebody 
wants to identify our daughters 
in the community and where 
they are living,” she said. 

McRorie said she has seen a 
draft of a letter AHS was plan¬ 
ning to use to advise commun¬ 
ities when a group home was 
set up and she finds it offensive. 

“We don’t (even) identify in 
Alberta where rapists or pedo¬ 
philes are living,” she said. 


Edmonton city councillors got 
an earful of complaints about 
infill development Tuesday, on 
issues including construction 
noise, grading problems and 
failing foundations. 

After opening more areas of 
the city up to infill, complaints 
on projects increased, prompt¬ 
ing councillors to explore ways 
of improving practices in infill 
construction. 

Bev Zubot, with the Edmon¬ 
ton Federation of Community 
Leagues, said the city has to do 
more inspections of infill pro¬ 
jects and proactively inspect 
properties.

Company looks to set up 
cigarette plant in Alberta 

A company registered 
on a Mohawk reserve in 
Quebec says it's looking 
at setting up a cigarette 
manufacturing plant in 
southern Alberta.

Tom O'Connell, a com¬ 
pany consultant, said Four 
Winds wants to produce 
cigarettes for export and 
for three wholesalers in 
Ontario, the Canadian press 


co-ordinated,” she said.

business,” he said.

Political junkie breaks mould of the young voter

Alexander Cohen is late. 

He arrives with apologies 
and the buzzing energy of a 
20-year-old man who's taken 
a swig of sweet politics, and 
is hooked. 

Cohen has been in a 
meeting all morning — every 
weekday morning, lately — 
plotting to get out the vote 
on campus. And, as head of 
the University of Toronto's 
young Liberals' club, the 
Liberal vote, in particular. 

This morning's task: How 
to capitalize on a visit from 
little-known Stephane Dion, 
who was leading the Liberals 
when today's university stu¬ 
dents were hitting puberty. 

"We're doing a vote mob," 
he says, which seems to 
mean a rowdy crowd roam¬ 
ing campus encouraging 
students to vote in advance 
polls. 

"University students, post¬ 
secondary students, actually 
do vote in the same numbers 
as the general population. So 
on a university campus, get 
out the vote is very useful," 
Cohen notes. That could es¬ 
pecially matter in his Toronto 
riding, hotly contested be¬ 
tween the media-personality 
candidates of the NDP and 


Liberals (Jennifer Hollett and 
Chrystia Freeland, respective¬ 
ly). Some MPs are elected by 
only a few thousand votes, he 
notes, an outcome that could 
be swayed by the thousands 
of U of T students who will 
likely cast ballots. 

Cohen, raised in a politic¬ 
ally savvy Ottawa family, has 
felt a kinship to politics since 
he first brought a campaign 
sign to school when he was a 
boy (his non-partisan parents 
wouldn't put on the lawn). 

"What I like about politics 
is it touches everything," he 
says. He's curious about how 
our country is run, and says 
the Liberals' centrist politics 
match his belief that "the best 
solution in this country don't 
come from the polarized left 
and right." 

The Liberals "have been 
involved in building this 
country for years," he says, 
entrenching official bilingual¬ 
ism, medicare, and the Char¬ 
ter of Rights and Freedoms. 

And while he had his 
doubts when Trudeau was 
named party leader, "we've 
seen Justin Trudeau grow 
over the past couple of 
years," he says. 

Cohen praises the party's 
housing strategy and plans 
to improve public transit and 
boost youth employment. He 
recounts in detail Freeland's 


CV and calls her "a heavy 
hitter." 

"There's a lot more the 
government can be doing" 
for young Canadians, he says. 
"Is it easier or harder for a 
young person like me to pay 
for school, get a place to live 
and get a job in downtown 
Toronto than it was in 2006 
when Stephen Harper came 
to office? It's harder." 

Still, he admits that young 
Canadians remain largely 
overlooked in national politics. 
The Liberals, in announcing 
their final platform document, 
named it after the golden- 
goose "middle class" — a 
purely aspirational group for 
most millennials. 

And yet Cohen remains 
engrossed. The local battle 
is tight; recent national polls 
show the Liberals pulling 
ahead of the Conservatives, 
and the NDP waning. "We're 
on a knife's edge," he says. 
"We're at a moment right now 
where so, so much is possible. 
There's a lot happening, and 
elections are fun, because 
they are about possibilities." 

In the words of a believer, this 
is big opportunity, and "I think 
we can seize it."

Conservative pot stance 'complete nonsense'

Stephen Harper’s recent com¬ 
ments on marijuana have 
drawn ire from community 
advocates and medical users 
of the drug. 

While speaking at a cam¬ 
paign stop in Montreal Satur¬ 
day, the Conservative Party 
leader said cannabis is “in¬ 
finitely worse” than tobacco. 

He insisted his govern¬ 
ment would continue to apply 
tough laws against its use, a 
stance he’s maintained even 


during candidate debates. Kei¬ 
th Fagin, founder and direc¬ 
tor with Calgary 420 Canna¬ 
bis Community, an advocacy 
group that looks to legalize 
the sale of marijuana through 
regulation, much like alcohol, 
said Harper’s comments are 
“complete nonsense.” 

“It’s ridicu¬ 
lous,” he said. 

Fagin said the 
government’s 
current drug 
policy can ruin 
young people’s 
lives, where 
some end up in 
jail for having a 
pipe and a bit of 
residue in it. 

“Just because they consume 
a bit of cannabis doesn’t make 
them bad people,” he said. 
“Kids tell me they feel like 
they miss out on job oppor¬ 
tunities after they get a crim¬ 
inal record for minor inci¬ 
dents.” 

Pot can also be abused and 
affect people’s health nega¬ 
tively, Fagin added, but al¬ 


cohol, for example, is no dif¬ 
ferent. 

“Anything can be abused,” 
he said. “But marijuana is a 
lot less harmful when used 
normally.” 

The Conservatives have long 
linked the use of marijuana to 
the increase in risks of men¬ 
tal health prob¬ 
lems. However, 
medical research 
on that issue is 
divided. 

Details from a 
2014 report on 
the issue from 
the Centre for 
Addiction and 
Mental Health 
drew specific conclusions. 

While the use of cannabis 
carries significant health risks 
— especially for people using it 
frequently or beginning to use 
it at an early age — criminal¬ 
izing it heightens these health 
harms and causes more social 
harms, the report concluded. 

On a scale of 0-100, both 
tobacco and cannabis were 
rated 0 on lethality. Tobacco

was rated 100 for damage to 
physical health, while pot was 
20. Marijuana however was 
rated 30 for impairment of 


mental functioning, while to¬ 
bacco was rated 0. 

“At the levels and patterns 
of use reported by most adult 


cannabis users, the health risks 
are modest, significantly lower 
than tobacco or alcohol,” the 
report said.

Whoosh. 

In a sudden rush, Elizabeth 
May, the Green party’s energetic 
leader, glides into a boardroom at 
Metro Vancouver’s office. 

Still munching on a bag of 
bulk almonds forced on her by 
her 24-year-old daughter and 
campaign caretaker, Cate May 
Burton, the MP for Saanich-Gulf 
Islands makes her greetings and 
quickly grabs a hairbrush from 
Cate’s purse. 

Two strokes. 

“Does my hair look OK?” May 
asks, using her daughter as a 
mirror while not seeming to 
care what the answer is. 

Good enough. 

No almonds stuck between 
her teeth? Check. Good to go. 

“My daughter keeps me alive,” 
admits May, off the back of a 
news conference in opposition 
to increased tanker traffic off 


B.C.’s coast and cutting it close 
to her flight out of town. 

What follows isn’t the scat¬ 
tered lightning round you’d ex¬ 
pect from someone living in the 
eye of the storm, but a composed 
and revealing conversation about 
the nation and the misperceived 
role of the surging Greens in 
that system. 

Chiefly, May bats away the 
public perception that her party 
of eco-lovers hate all things oil- 
sands. 

“Obviously, the Greens oppose 
(Kinder Morgan and Enbridge in 
B.C.), as we oppose Keystone and 
Energy East,” she says. 


Obviously. May believes most 
of our fossil fuels should be left 
in the ground. But... 

“A lot of people don’t necessar¬ 
ily fully understand the reasons 
for our opposition. It’s not good 
for our economy, either, to have 
a strategy for oilsands develop¬ 
ment which is about maximiz¬ 
ing the production of a low-value 
product and exporting it unpro¬ 
cessed,” she said. 

May argues that in supporting 
a “rip and strip” economy, Ste¬ 
phen Harper’s government has 
been beholden to multination¬ 
al corporations when it should 
be processing, upgrading and 


refining oil and gas at home, 
stimulating the economy and 
creating jobs. 

“The idea that being against 
pipelines is somehow being 
against jobs is absolutely, on its 
head, the opposite to the reality 
that this is all about shipping jobs 
to other countries,” May says. 

She thinks the federal gov¬ 
ernment should sit down with 
provinces and create a national 
energy plan, following former 
Alberta premier Peter Lougheed’s 
plan to manufacture bitumen, 
upgrade it to crude and process 
it in refineries in Alberta as a 
public resource. 


The only country that has 
successfully followed his plan to 
the letter, May says, is Norway, 
which has leveraged its oil re¬ 
serves into a trillion-dollar legacy 
fund for its people. 

“If you divided up the legacy 
fund to the population of Nor¬ 
way, eveiy Norwegian is a mil¬ 
lionaire,” she says, “because they 
followed Peter Lougheed’s plan. 
So often the Greens are portrayed 
— because we are absolutely 
against bitumen pipelines and 
tankers — we’re portrayed as 
if we’re somehow against Can¬ 
ada’s economic prosperity, and 
the opposite is true.” 


May spends the next 40 min¬ 
utes talking about strategic vot¬ 
ing, her exclusion from various 
leaders debates, trade agree¬ 
ments and even her aspirations 
to one day write mystery novels 
— until she feels a familiar tug 
on her sleeve. 

“We really have to go,” Cate 
pleads, as her mother — ever 
willing to engage on issues 
and show off a candidate’s 
“Cut the bulls—” poster — is 
reluctantly pulled away. 

It’s going to be another mad 
scramble to the airport. 

Clear a path ahead of the 
Green tornado’s next stop. 
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Fear, strategic voting biggest 
threats to the Green party

Elizabeth May thinks her party 
has a shot at winning 12 to 15 
seats, but with one major ca¬ 
veat — it will happen only if 
people aren’t swayed by any- 
one-but-Harper strategic voting 
campaigns that assert a Green 
vote is a wasted vote. 

“I have people saying, ‘You 
know, I voted for you last time 
and I really love you ... but this 
time I have to vote strategic¬ 
ally,” she said, chastising the 
increasingly popular argument 
for strategic voting. 

It reasons that a vote for the 
Greens helps Harper by split¬ 
ting votes between the Greens, 
NDP and Liberal candidates, 


thus stopping any from get¬ 
ting elected. 

But May argues that is false. 

“If that was true, Stephen 
Harper would be working to 
get me in debates, not get us 
out,” she said. 

“The biggest threat to those 
seats going to Greens is people 
being afraid.” 

Green voters are often people 
who usually vote Conservative 
or people who didn’t vote at all 
in previous elections, she said. 
In 2008, the year the party got 
the most votes, Harper won 
only a minority government. 
In 2011, when the Green vote 
plummeted — May believes this 
is because she wasn’t allowed in 
major debates — Harper won 
a majority. 

May won a seat in 2011 but 
did not in 2008. 


She sympathizes with people 
who feel pulled to vote stra¬ 
tegically but said it discourages 
voter turnout by making people 
feel uncertain and fearful. And 
it’s important to encourage 
people to hit the polls, since 
nearly 40 per cent stayed at 
home last time. 

“The biggest voting block 
in this country is the people 
who in 2011 and in 2008 stayed 
home,” she said. 

Outside of B.C., where the 
Greens undoubtedly hold the 
most clout, May said there are 
“pockets of strength” in New 
Brunswick, Prince Edward Is¬ 
land, Ontario and Quebec. 

She is particularly optimistic 
about the prospects of Mary 
Lou Babineau in Fredericton 
and MP Bruce Hyer in Thunder 
Bay-Superior North.

A Conservative government 
would look at banning pub¬ 
lic servants from wearing the 
niqab, Stephen Harper told 
the CBC on Tuesday. 

“That’s a matter we are go¬ 
ing to examine,” Harper said 
in an interview with Power 
and Politics host Rosemary 
Barton. 

“Quebec, as you know, has 
legislation on this, and we are 
looking at that legislation.” 

Harper said the “vast ma¬ 
jority of Canadians” under¬ 
stand the Conservative gov¬ 
ernment’s decision to try to 
ban face coverings at citizen¬ 
ship ceremonies. 

The policy, however, has 
been overturned in the courts. 


The Federal Court of Can¬ 
ada found the rule unlawful 
in February, and the Federal 
Court of Appeal recently up¬ 
held the decision. 

On Monday, the appeal 
court also rejected the gov¬ 
ernment’s request to put the 
ruling on hold while Ottawa 
seeks a hearing at the Su¬ 
preme Court of Canada. 

Justice Johanne Trudel dis¬ 
missed the government’s ap¬ 
plication for a stay of a Sept. 


15 decision that affirmed the 
unlawfulness of the prohibi¬ 
tion on face coverings at cit¬ 
izenship ceremonies. 

The case was brought on 
behalf of Zunera Ishaq, who 
refused to take part in a cere¬ 
mony because she would have 
to show her face while recit¬ 
ing the oath of citizenship.

Fahmy 
making 
return to 
Canada 

A Canadian journalist who 
fought terror-related charges 
in Egypt for nearly two years 
has finally begun his journey 
home. 

Mohamed Fahmy tweeted a 
photo on Tuesday of himself 
with Canada’s ambassador to 
Egypt, Troy Lulashnylc, writ¬ 
ing: “Canadian Ambassador 
Troy kindly escorted me to the 
gate at Cairo airport. A glorious 
end to our battle for freedom!” 

On Monday, Fahmy was told 
his name was removed from 
a no-fly list, clearing the way 
for his departure from Cairo. 

Fahmy’s first stop is London, 
where he plans to meet with 
his high-profile lawyer, Amal 
Clooney, and take part in a few 
speaking engagements. 

He is then expected to fly 
to Toronto, where he’s said he 
plans to urge political party 
leaders to make sure Canada 
does everything possible to 
help citizens detained abroad.

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‘Refugee’ Brit’s 
red tape woes 


IMMIGRATION 

Status denied, 
but disabled 
wife needs 
him here 

A former British soldier married 
to a disabled Canadian woman 
may be forced to leave their Vic¬ 
toria home for the United King¬ 
dom after a series of missteps 
and a snarl of red tape. 

John Collins, 62, first made 
an application for refugee status 
when he entered Canada, based 
on alleged harassment in file U.IC 
by a member of the Irish Repub¬ 
lican Army The application was 
denied and he’s been ordered to 
leave by the Immigration and 
Refugee Board. 

But Collins is the main care¬ 
giver for his wife, Anne, who is 
disabled and can’t work. He also 
doesn’t make enough money 
as a security guard to pay their 
bills while saving for airfare so 
both can return voluntarily to 


the U.K., said John. 

“We are totally stuck,” he said. 
“We are penned into the comer 
at the moment, and the situa¬ 
tion is getting worse day by day.” 

“We just really need help but 
we want to also point out how 
unjust the whole thing has been,” 
added Anne, who’s 63. 

Green Party Leader Eliza¬ 
beth May, who is running for 
re-election in the nearby riding 
of Saanich-Gulf Islands, said her 
staff is helping the couple, not¬ 
ing their situation isn’t unique, 
but is complicated. 

The couple married a decade 
ago and came to Canada from 
England in September 2012. 
When they arrived, John was 
denied entity and told that if he 
wanted to work in Canada he 
would have to return to the U.K. 
to apply. After hours of question¬ 
ing, and in frustration, Anne sug¬ 
gested he make a refugee claim. 

A July Immigration and Refu¬ 
gee Board decision noted John 
served in the British special 
forces and he claimed a mem¬ 
ber of the IRA recognized him as

a veteran at church. After that, 
his house was flooded, hit by 
fire, vandalized and robbed, the 
board heard. 

The decision said he hadn’t 
proven the events were ordered 
by the IRA, nor did Collins pro¬ 
vide any “objective evidence” 
the IRA was pursuing British 
veterans. It mled police acted 
on his complaint and he was 
unable to prove they couldn’t 
protect him. The board mled 
John was not a refugee nor in 
need of protection. He’s been 
told to leave by Nov. 6. 

Refugee board spokeswoman 
Melissa Anderson said it’s rare for 
claims to be accepted from the 
U.K. because it’s not considered 
a refugee-producing nation by 
the Canadian government, the

Former vice-regal out of jail, as lawyer plans to launch appeal 


After six nights behind bars, 
former Quebec lieutenant-gov¬ 
ernor Lise Thibault was freed 
Tuesday as a judge granted her 
lawyer permission to appeal 
her 18-month jail term. 

Thibault pleaded guilty 
last December to fraud and 
breach of tmst charges after 


a 2007 report by the federal 
and provincial auditors gen¬ 
eral revealed she claimed more 
than $700,000 in improper 
expenses when she held the 
vice-regal post. 

Tuesday’s ruling came after 
Marc Labelle told the judge his 
client’s case was unique, partly 


because she is 76, is confined 
to a wheelchair and has health 
problems, including anxiety 
attacks. 

Labelle said the lower-court 
judge who imposed the sen¬ 
tence last week should have 
taken those factors into con¬ 
sideration. 


He also argued Quebec court 
Judge Carol St-Cyr should not 
have put the emphasis on mak¬ 
ing an example of Thibault 
just because of her position 
as the Queen’s representative 
in the province between 1997 
and 2007. 

“The applicant has con¬ 


vinced me there are arguments 
to justify the court looking at 
them on their merits,” Quebec 
Court of Appeal Justice Jacques 
J. Levesque said as he granted 
the appeal, which will be heard 
next Feb. 5. Thibault was freed 
on bail of $5,000. 

Earlier on Tuesday, Crown 


prosecutor Marcel Guimont 
said the case was not that 
unique because many high- 
placed officials have been sent 
to prison for fraud and breach 
of trust. 

“There was no error of prin¬ 
ciple as far as I’m concerned,”

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Flood ruins homes 



SOUTH CAROLINA 

Historic 
rainstorm 
blamed for at 
least 17 deaths 

The family of Miss South Caro¬ 
lina 1954 found her flood- 
soaked pageant scrapbook on 
a dining-room floor littered 
with dead fish on Tuesday, as 
the first sunny day in nearly 
two weeks provided a chance to 
clean up from historic floods. 

“I would hate for her to 
see it like this. She would be 
crushed,” said Polly Sim, who 
moved her 80-year-old mother 
into a nursing home just before 
the rainstorm turned much of 
the state into a disaster area. 

Owners of inundated homes 
were keeping close watch on 
swollen waterways as they 
pried open swollen doors and 
tore out soaked carpets. 

So far, at least 17 people 
have died in the floods in 
the Carolinas, some of them 
drowning after trying to drive 
through high water. 

Sim’s mother, known as 


Polly Rankin Suber when she 
competed in the Miss America 
contest, had lived since 1972 
in the unit, where more than 
three feet of muddy water top¬ 
pled her washing machine and 
turned the wallboard to mush. 

“There’s no way it will be 
what it was,” said Sim. “My 
mom was so eccentric, had her 


own funky style of decorating; 
there’s no way anyone could 
duplicate that. Never.” 

Tuesday was the first diy day 
since Sept. 24 in South Caro¬ 
lina’s state capital, where a cur¬ 
few was in effect. But officials 
warned that new evacuations 
could come as the huge mass 
of water flows toward the sea, 


threatening dams and displa¬ 
cing residents along the way. 

Of particular concern was 
the Lowcountry, where the 
Santee, Edisto and other riv¬ 
ers make their way to the sea. 
Gov. Nikki Haley warned that 
several rivers were rising and 
had yet to reach their peaks.

The European Union is ready 
to offer Turkey new incentives 
to better tackle the Syria refu¬ 
gee crisis, including money, 
the easing of visa restrictions 
and intelligence sharing. 

The offer came in an action 
plan unveiled Tuesday, which 
in exchange, would see Tur¬ 
key improve its asylum and 
documentation procedures 
and beef up border security. 

Around two million refu¬ 
gees from Syria are currently 


in Turkey. 

The Draft Action Plan was 
presented to Turkish President 
Recep Tayyip Erdogan during 
his two-day visit to Belgium 
and the EU, but has yet to be 
officially accepted by Turkey. 

It doesn’t address demands 
made by Erdogan for Turkey’s 
EU membership process to 
move ahead more quickly. 

Nor does it directly address 
calls he made for European 
backing for a safe haven and 
no-fly zone around Syria’s 
northern border, which he 
said are key to ending the refu¬ 


gee crisis. 

Under the offer, Turkey 
would receive up to 1 billion 
euros ($1.1 billion US) to help 
manage its refugee crisis, and 
EU funding to help build six 
reception centres for refugees 
in Turkey. 

The EU is caught in a deli¬ 
cate balancing act, wanting 
to encourage Turkey to better 
control its borders amid con¬ 
tinued criticism of the abuses 
of the Kurdish minority there 
and attacks on the media and 
justice system.

ZIMBABWE 

Suspected poachers poison 14 elephants 


Fourteen elephants were poi¬ 
soned by cyanide in Zimbabwe 
in three separate incidents, 
two years after poachers killed 
more than 200 elephants by 
poisoning, Zimbabwe’s Nation¬ 
al Parks and Wildlife Manage¬ 
ment Authority said Tuesday. 

Three elephants were killed 
in Matusadona National Park 
in the Kariba area in northern 
Zimbabwe and 11 more were 
found dead in two different 
spots in Hwange National Park 
in western Zimbabwe over the 
past two weeks. 


In all cases the elephants 
were killed by cyanide, ac¬ 
cording to kidney and liver 
samples from the dead ele¬ 
phants tested by the Biologic¬ 
al Sciences Department, said 
parks spokeswoman Caroline 
Washaya Moyo. 

In Kariba, poachers laced or¬ 
anges with cyanide, she said, 
while in Hwange the poison 
was put on salt licks. 

The ivory tusks had been 
cut off six elephants at one 
location in Hwange park but 
the other five elephants still

had their tusks, suggesting 
the poachers were disrupted. 
The motive for the killings in 


Matusadona was not known. 

There have been no arrests 
so far over the latest incidents, 
said Clement Munoriarwa, po¬ 
lice commander for Mashona- 
land West province. 

“We have had a number of 
poaching activities in the prov¬ 
ince, they are actually increas¬ 
ing each day,” said Munoriarwa 
on state television. “Some are 
done through the use of fire¬ 
arms and, of course, we have 
cases where we suspect that 
there is cyanide poisoning.”

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Limiting military 
jobs to men ‘crazy’

Memo reviews 
which positions 
will be closed to 
women — if any 

U.S. Defence Secretaiy Ash Carter 
sounded like he’s nearly made 
up his mind about opening all 
combat jobs to women, as he 
told U.S. troops in Sicily on Tues¬ 
day that limiting his search for 
qualified military candidates to 
just half the population would 
be “crazy.” 

Meanwhile, in a memo ob¬ 
tained by The Associated Press, 
Carter gave the chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff until the end 
of October to forward his review 
of the services’ recommendations 
on which jobs — if any—should 
remain closed to women. The 
chairman, Gen. Joseph Dunford, 
was commandant of the Marine 
Corps until recently and was the 
only service chief to recommend 


that some front-line combat jobs 
stay male-only, according to 
several U.S. officials. 

Speaking to a crowd of troops 
that included a large number of 
Marines, Carter said he hasn’t de¬ 
cided on the recommendations 
sent to his office and to Dun- 
ford. He pledged to thoroughly 
review the recommendations, 
particularly those of the Marine 
Corps, but said that generally 
he believes that any qualified 
candidate should be allowed to 
compete for jobs. 

“You have to recruit from the 
American population. Half the 
American population is female,” 
Carter told the troops at Naval 
Air Station Sigonella in Sicily, in 
response to a question from a 
Marine. “So I’d be crazy not to be, 
so to speak, fishing in that pond 
for qualified service members.” 

In the memo to all the service 
secretaries and chiefs, Carter said 
that he is “fully committed to re¬ 
moving unnecessaiy barriers to 
service” in the militaiy.

Palestinians 
ready for peace 
talks after 
weeks of unrest 

Palestinian President Mahmoud 
Abbas called Tuesday for calm 
after several weeks of height¬ 
ened unrest with Israel, saying 
his people had no interest in any 
further “escalation” and urging 
renewed dialogue. 

The comments marked the 
Palestinian leader’s strongest at¬ 
tempt yet to restore calm after 
the worst outbreak of fighting 
in months. It also came as Israeli 
Prime Minister Benjamin Netan¬ 
yahu vowed to take even tougher 
measures to quell the violence. 

The clashes erupted three 
weeks ago at the start of the Jew¬ 
ish new year and have turned 
more violent in recent days. Four 
Israelis were killed last week in 
shooting and stabbing attacks in 
Jerusalem and the West Bank, 
while Israeli forces have killed 
four Palestinians, including a 
13-year-old boy, amid violent 
protests. 


Both Abbas and Netanyahu 
are dealing with precarious do¬ 
mestic situations as they try to 
find a way out of the crisis. 

Netanyahu is under heavy 
pressure, particularly from hard¬ 
liners in his governing coali¬ 
tion, to respond with a tough 
crackdown. Abbas, fed up with 
years of diplomatic paralysis and 
unpopular with his public, does

not want to appear to be caving 
in to Israeli pressure. Yet neither 
man has an interest in seeing 
the violence spin out of control. 

Speaking to senior officials of 
the Palestine Liberation Organ¬ 
ization in the West Bank city of 
Ramallah, Abbas said he has told 
the Israelis that the Palestinians 
don’t want “militaiy and security 
escalations.” He said the message 


had been delivered to Palestinian 
security forces and activists but 
added that, “at the same time, 
we will protect ourselves.” 

Abbas also said he was ready 
to renew dialogue with Israel. 

Clashes took place in several 
places across the West Bank on 
Tuesday. 

In Qalandia, on the outskirts 
of Jerusalem, demonstrators 
hurled burning tires, rocks and a 
firebomb at Israeli forces, injur¬ 
ing one riot police officer, the 
Israeli militaiy said. 

The Palestinian Red Cres¬ 
cent medical service said 39 
people were wounded, includ¬ 
ing a 17-year-old boy who was 
in serious condition after being 
shot in the abdomen. 

Israeli police said a crowd 
of demonstrators in Jaffa, a 
largely Arab area of Tel Aviv, 
clashed with police Tuesday 
night, throwing rocks at cars 
and police officers, injuring two 
officers.

Pope to preserve

Pope Francis sought Tuesday to 
assure conservatives that Cath¬ 
olic doctrine on marriage is safe, 
as a three-week meeting of bish¬ 
ops began hashing out how the 
church should welcome gays, 
divorcees and other Catholics 
in “irregular” unions. 

Francis took the floor after the 
meeting’s first day was marked 
by a speech from the synod 
manager, Hungarian Cardinal 
Peter Erdo, in which he closed 
the door on any movement on 
whether Catholics remarried 
outside the church could receive 
communion. 

Francis told the 270 cardinals 
and bishops the issue wasn’t the 
only one on the table and that 
church doctrine was never up for 
question. But he also seemed to 
discount Erdo’s commentaiy by 


saying the only “official” docu¬ 
ments heading into the debate 
were a final report issued from 
a big meeting on family life last 
year (where the issue of com¬ 
munion was left up in the air) 
and two of the Pope’s speeches. 

The Vatican spokesman, the 
Rev. Federico Lombardi, echoed 
that by noting that the synod 
is debating a papally approved 
working text, where the ques¬ 
tion of communion for civilly 
remarried Catholics is still open. 

Monsignor Claudio Maria Cel- 
li, who heads the synod’s infor¬ 
mation commission, said the 
issue remains open: “There was 
the affirmation of the Pope on 
what Catholic doctrine on matri¬ 
mony is,” he told reporters. “But 
I believe that if the work of the 
fathers ended with yesterday 
morning’s speech (by Erdo), what 
are we doing here?” 

Church teaching holds that 
Catholics who divorce and re¬ 
marry without an annulment 
are committing adultery and 
cannot receive the sacraments. 
Francis has called for a more in¬ 
clusive approach in the church’s

pastoral care, but conservatives 
insist Catholic doctrine is clear. 

An assistant to Lombardi, the 
Rev. Thomas Rosica, said other 
topics raised by the bishops in 
the first two days of debate in¬ 
cluded the effect of migration, 
poverty and war on family life; 
violence against women; and 
the church’s treatment of gays. 
Rosica said several bishops raised 
the need for a new language in 
the church, “in particular speak¬ 
ing about... gay persons.” 

During last year’s bishop meet¬ 
ing on family life, organizers 
issued a draft report extending 
a revolutionaiy welcome to gays. 
The bishops pulled back on the 
welcome and watered it down 
in their final report.

Three men 
attack pastor 


BANGLADESH 

Suspects 
pretended to 
be interested 
in Christianity 

A Bangladeshi pastor survived 
an attempt on his life by three 
men who came to his home 
pretending to want to learn 
about Christianity, police and 
the victim said Tuesday. 

The attempt follows two kill¬ 
ings of foreigners last week 
in the predominantly Muslim 
country, which is grappling 
with violence claimed by hard¬ 
line Islamic groups. 

The Islamic State of Iraq and 
the Levant (ISIL) claimed it had 
carried out last 
week’s attacks on 
a Japanese agri¬ 
cultural worker 
and an Italian aid 
worker. The ISIL 
claim has been 
rejected by Ban¬ 
gladesh’s gov¬ 
ernment, which 
accused the op¬ 
position of tiying 
to destabilize the 
countiy. 

On Monday, the Rev. Luke 
Sarlcer, 52, suffered minor in¬ 
juries when three men attacked 
him with a knife at his home 
in the northwestern district of 
Pabna, police official Siddikur 
Rahman said. 

Sarlcer, the pastor of Faith 
Bible Church, said the men had 
phoned him about two weeks 
ago saying they wanted to visit

him to learn about Christianity. 

After they arrived at his 
home on Monday, the men 
suddenly attacked him with a 
knife and tried to slit his throat, 
Sarlcer said by telephone. But 
as he shouted, his wife came 
to his rescue and the men fled. 
Police later recovered a motor¬ 
bike from outside his home. 

On Tuesday, police arrested a 
member of the Islami Chhatra 
Shibir, the student wing of the 
opposition Jamaat-e-Islami pol¬ 
itical party, related to the attack 
on the pastor. Obaidul Islam 
was detained in a raid at his 
home at Ishwardi in Pabna, 
local police official Biman 
Kumar said. 

“We are questioning him,” 
Kumar said. 

Meanwhile, police said they 
have arrested two 
suspects in Sat¬ 
urday’s attack 
on Japanese agri¬ 
cultural worker 
Kunio Hoshi in 
northern Ban¬ 
gladesh. 

Local business¬ 
man Humayun 
Kabir Hira and 
opposition Ban¬

Biplob, Hira and three others 
were detained soon after the 
killing but were not initially 
named as suspects.

U.S. servers not safe, court says 


Faceboolc and thousands of 
other companies could find it 
vastly more complicated to do 
business in Europe after a court 
ruled that personal data sent to 
U.S. servers is potentially un¬ 
safe from government spying. 

Some 4,500 companies have 
long been able to store users’ 
personal data — everything 
from status updates and photos 
to personal information like 
bank details and home address¬ 
es — where they see fit, often 
in the U.S. 

That could change after Eur¬ 
ope’s top court on Tuesday 
declared invalid a 15-year-old 


pact allowing the unfettered 
transfer of personal data out¬ 
side the European Union’s 28 
countries. 

The case was brought by an 
Austrian law student in the 
wake of revelations by former 
U.S. National Security Agency 
contractor Edward Snowden of 
the extent of the NSA’s surveil¬ 
lance programs. 

Max Schrems complained 
that U.S. law doesn’t offer suf¬ 
ficient protection against sur¬ 
veillance of data transferred 
by Faceboolc to servers in the 
United States. 

The verdict could have far- 


reaching implications for com¬ 
panies operating in Europe. 
It does not mean they have 
to immediately stop transfer¬ 
ring data to the U.S. Rather, it 
opens up the possibility that 
European regulators will be 
inundated by complaints by 
consumers who do not want 
their data stored in the U.S. 
That would make it difficult 
for companies to do business. 

Meanwhile, Schrems was 
lauded by Snowden. 

“You’ve changed the world 
for the better,” Snowden said 
in a tweet.

IMF sees growth slowing to i% 


The International Monetary 
Fund has cut its growth out¬ 
look for the Canadian econ¬ 
omy to just 1 per cent for the 
year due to the drop 
in oil prices and re¬ 
duced investment in 
the energy sector. 

The forecast, 
issued Tuesday, is 
down from the IMF’s 
expectation in July 
for Canadian growth 
of 1.5 per cent. 

A major contribu¬ 
tor to Canada’s slow¬ 
down, it said, was lower capital 
spending in the oil sector. 

The downgrade by the IMF 
came as Statistics Canada re¬ 
ported the country’s trade defi¬ 


cit with the world increased 
to $2.5 billion in August, as 
exports posted their biggest 
drop since 2012 due to a sharp 
fall in oil prices. 

CIBC economist 
Nick Exarhos noted 
soft energy prices 
and temporaiy dis¬ 
turbances to more 
regular trade pat¬ 
terns played a role 
in August. 

“It’s clear that 
the cheaper loonie 
still needs time to 
have its full effect in lifting 
Canadian export volumes,” 
Exarhos said. 

Canada’s exports in August 
fell 3.6 per cent from the previ¬ 


ous month to $44 billion, while 
imports edged up 0.2 per cent 
to $46.5 billion.

Survey finds 
16 % couldn’t 
pay $500 more 
in mortgage 

Nearly one in six Canadians 
would not be able to handle a 
$500 increase in their monthly 
mortgage payments, a new sur¬ 
vey from the Bank of Montreal 
suggests. 

According to the bank, 16 
per cent of respondents said 
they would not be able to af¬ 
ford such an increase, while 
more than a quarter, or roughly 
27 per cent, would need to re¬ 
view their budget. 

Another 26 per cent said 
they would be concerned but 
could probably handle it. 

Such an increase would be 
generated in the case of a three 
percentage point hike in in¬ 
terest rates — from 2.75 per 
cent to 5.75 per cent — on a 
$300,000 mortgage with a 25- 
year amortization period. 

A report by Statistics Canada 
last month found the ratio of 
household credit market debt 
to disposable income climbed 
in the second quarter of 2015 
to 164.6 per cent, up from 
163.0 per cent in the first three 
months of the year. 

That means Canadians owed 
nearly $1.65 in consumer credit 
and mortgage and non-mort¬ 
gage loans for every dollar of 
disposable income. 

The report by BMO’s Wealth 
Institute found that almost 
half of Canadians, 47 per cent, 
believed that the high level of 
debt in Canada has been influ¬ 
enced by soaring real-estate 
values, while 40 per cent be¬ 
lieved it has been influenced 
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Many Canadians 
have used low 
interest rates to 
get larger loans on 
more expensive 
houses.

Interest rates, including 
mortgage rates, have been 
near historic lows. 

BMO noted that when inter¬ 
est rates are low, it is a good 


time to make aggressive prin¬ 
cipal repayments on loans. Its 
survey found that 35 per cent 
of respondents are looking 
to pay down their mortgage 
sooner. 

“However, statistics have 
shown that debt service rates 
have not changed veiy much 
from the early 1990s, when in¬ 
terest rates were much higher,” 
the report said. 

“It appears that many Can¬ 
adians have used low interest 
rates to get larger loans on 
more expensive houses rath¬ 
er than to aggressively repay 
their debt.”

As he was going under, 
he asked the anesthesiolo¬ 
gist about a sheet suspended 
from a bar above his chest. 

“Is that so I can’t see what’s 
happening?” Forbes asked. 
“Probably,” said the anesthe¬ 
siologist. Forbes felt his con¬ 
cern rising. “Because I really 
don’t want to see this,” he 
added. The anesthesiologist 
shrugged: “It don’t matter.” 

Forbes was almost uncon¬ 
scious at this point — but 
sheer disbelief evoked a 
superhuman effort to remain 
alert. Did this medical doc¬ 
tor, who was a native English 
speaker and who was presum¬ 
ably university-educated and 
who was in charge of calibrat¬ 
ing a chemical cocktail that 
could turn Forbes’ teenaged 
brain into perma-mush, just 
say, “It don’t matter”?

consciousness, Forbes slurred 
out a correction: “Donshew 
minn it dushent matter?”

Unfortunately, Forbes’ 
distrust of the badly spoken

munication as you are. You’re 
at university to learn how to 
think critically, with preci¬ 
sion and subtlety. Proper 
grammar and punctuation 
are essential tools used to 
achieve precision and subtle¬ 
ty. How can you learn from 
someone who doesn’t seem 
to know this? 

As it is, your professor’s 
sloppily written email indi¬ 
cates sloppy thinking. It’s 
possible he or she is learn¬ 
ing disabled, or dyslexic, or 
the email was written under 
duress while your professor 
was being held captive and is 
actually a carefully coded cry 
for help — in which case we’d 
love to hear the whole story, 
grammatical or otherwise. 

But, barring the kidnapping 
scenario, there’s no excuse 
for not asking someone else

Here's why farmers 
are turning against 
the Conservatives

Farmers have traditionally 
been reliable supporters of 
Stephen Harper's Conserva¬ 
tive government. 

But that's changing. In the 
past five years, more and more 
farmers have turned against 
the prime minister. A farmer in 
Brantford, Ont., recently went 
so far as to mow the message 
"Anybody But Harper" into one 
of his fields. 

The reason for the back¬ 
lash is simple: the current 
government has demolished 
the precious little security of 
Canadian farmers' livelihoods. 

One of the worst attacks on 
farmers was when the govern¬ 
ment handed the Canadian 
Wheat Board to Saudi- and 
U.S.-based firms, against 
wheat farmers' wishes. 

Canadian wheat growers 
now face uncertain competi¬ 
tion in global marketplaces. 
Probably only the largest oper¬ 
ations will be able to survive. 

What's more, Harper's 
been responsible for many 
devastating cuts to agricul¬ 
tural research, leaving farmers 
without the knowledge they 
need to do their jobs — and 
grow our food. Shouldn't a 
federal government make that 
a top research priority? 

Canadian farmers are also 
worried about the decision by 
Harper to sign the Trans-Pacif¬ 
ic Partnership (TPP) — a free- 
trade agreement intended to 
improve Canada's economic 
relationships with other coun¬ 
tries along the Pacific, includ¬ 
ing the U.S., Australia, Japan 


and Chile. Dairy farmers have 
been demonstrating against 
the TPP, which they say jeop¬ 
ardizes their livelihoods. 

Because the agreement 
means more imported dairy, 
they fear overseas producers 
will out-compete Canada's 
own suppliers. Profits are al¬ 
ready so low, many small dairy 
farms across the country have 
been forced out of business. 

If larger international com¬ 
panies manage to undercut 
Canadian prices, this will make 
it even harder for our farmers 
to make a decent living. Small, 
independent farmers will be 
increasingly contributing to 
unemployment statistics. 

There is a not-so-hidden 
message behind Harper's ac¬ 
tions: the Conservatives know 
what is best, so we should all 
just shut up about it. 

Farmers understand what's 
best for themselves. Work¬ 
ing with plants, animals and 
machinery in increasingly 
unpredictable weather, over¬ 
coming obstacles and improv¬ 
ing margins requires practical, 
scientific thinking. 

Farmers have to be skilled 
at observation. So when they 
say, "These policies will not 
work for us," they've observed 
the results of similar policies 
elsewhere and seen that they 
haven't worked for farmers 
there. 

No matter whether you're 
urban or rural, or what your 
job is, as long as you eat, you 
should be worried. The liveli¬ 
hoods of small farmers, and by 
extension the sovereignty of 
our food system, is depending 
on voters to reverse the dam¬ 
age Harper's government has 
done.

Almond-Crusted Trout and 
Ginger Rice Pilaf 

Quantity: 4 servings 
Prep time: 30 minutes 
Cooking time: 6 minutes 

INGREDIENTS 

• 2 Tbsp butter 

• 1/2 cup finely chopped yellow 
onion 

• 2 Tbsp fresh ginger, peeled and 
finely chopped 

• Salt and freshly ground pepper, 
to taste 

• 1 cup long-grain white rice 

• 2 cups chicken stock 

• 11/2 lbs trout 
For the crust: 

• Zest and juice of 1 lime 

• 1 to 2 tsp sriracha sauce, to taste 

• 1/4 cup finely chopped fresh 
cilantro 

• 1/3 cup panko bread crumbs 

• 1/3 cup almond flour 

• 1/3 cup mayonnaise 

• Salt and freshly ground pepper, 
to taste 

STEPS 

1. Preheat the oven to 400 F. 

2 . Melt the butter in a pot and cook 
the onion and ginger together until 
soft, about 5 minutes. Season with 
salt and pepper. 

3. Add the rice and cook for 2 more 
minutes, stirring often. 

4. Add the chicken stock and bring 
the mixture to a boil. 

5 . Reduce the heat, cover and cook 
for 15 to 20 minutes or until the rice 
has absorbed all the stock. Adjust 
the seasoning. 

6. Arrange the trout on a baking 
sheet, season with salt and pepper, 
and set aside. 

7. In a bowl, combine all the crust 
ingredients. Season with salt and 
pepper, and then spread the mixture 
over the trout fillets. 

8. Bake in the oven for 5 to 6 min¬ 
utes, and then broil until the crust 
turns lightly golden brown.

Food is culture. Food is nutrition. Food 
is friendship. 

Increasingly, food has also become 
an obsession, with many of us photo¬ 
graphing and posting our pretty plates, 
proselytizing about “eating clean” or the 
health benefits of hemp seeds, ltom- 
bucha, or sacha inchi — examples of 
my own recent fetishes. 

For Marilou, a French-Canadian singer 
and blogger whose cookbook Three 
Times a Day comes out on Saturday, food 
used to be something to fear. 

“Food was kind of an enemy because 
it would make me become fat. It was the 
only thing I could feel around food,” says 
Marilou, who battled anorexia for about 
five years. Her eating disorder started 
when she was 16 and left her physically 
and emotionally spent. 

“I loved eating but I couldn’t enjoy 
it. I was really obsessed. I was only 
thinking about that, even if I was at 
a movie or with friends or with 
family,” says the 25-year-old, 
who goes only by her first 
name. 

“I knew that I wanted 
children and so I knew 
that I wouldn’t be able 
to continue my life like 
that and be the woman 
that I wanted to become.” 
Marilou is now expecting 
a child with her husband and col-

laborator, Alexandre Champagne, 30. 

Together they started the blog Trois- 
FoisParJour.com on the heels of Marilou’s 
recoveiy, in part as a way to share her 
experience with the thousands of young 
women who started reading. Since its 
launch in 2013 the blog has attracted 
400,000 followers, and last year’s French- 
language print of the cookbook has sold 
200,000 copies. 

Champagne’s background as a portrait 
photographer translates into the esthetic 
of the cookbook, where the meal is his 
muse. He combines his love of vibrant 
colours with an earthy backdrop — 
meaning the meals are pictured against 
distressed wood, burlap placemats and 
chipped vintage china. 

Diversity is a strong point, with reci¬ 
pes that range from the economical (a 
simple Pulled Pork Tacos and Almond- 
Crusted Trout) to the more involved (a 
gorgeous Cream of Beet and Almond 
Butter Soup and My Favourite Choco¬ 
late Cake). 

In this book, food is a gift — quite 
literally. Seventeen of the recipes are 
categorized as such. The Spiced Lentil 
and Barley Soup can be assembled in 
a pretty jar with a ribbon tied on, as 
can the six different kinds of pestos, 
the recipes for which are displayed in 
a two-page infographic. 

Even with a new appreciation of food, 
Marilou admits she is still influenced by 
her past when it comes to the recipes 
she includes in her work. 

“I’m a different person because of 
what I’ve been through. So, yes, I was 

f inspired by my con¬ 
dition,” Marilou 
says.

Schmidt will be checking into 
the Hotel Cortez. New Girl’s Max 
Greenfield has a recurring role 
in AHS: Hotel as Gabriel, and it 
is said that the part is an intense 
departure from his sitcom charac¬ 


ter. Greenfield lost 30 pounds for 
the role and is said to have been 
involved in the most disturbing 
scene ever shot in the entire AHS 
anthology.

5. It features a big budget

Cooking your turkey on the barbecue keeps 
your oven free for other dishes. For best results, 
do not use a bird larger than 
6 kg on the barbecue. You’ll need about 
2 1/2 cups applewood chips; soak them in water 
for an hour before using. 

Hands-on time: 50 minutes 
Total time: 16 hours 
Makes: 12 to 15 servings 

INGREDIENTS 
Brined Turkey: 

• 11/4 cups coarse salt 

• 1/2 cup packed brown sugar 

• 5 cups boiling water 

• 1 orange 

• 1 lemon 

• 6 cloves garbc, crushed 

• 2 Tbsp whole allspice 

• 1 Tbsp black peppercorns 

• 6 bay leaves 

• 11 cups ice water 

• 1 whole fresh turkey (4.5 to 6 kg) 

• 3 Tbsp olive oil 

Gravy: 

• Chicken broth (optional) 

• Unsalted butter (optional), melted 

• 1/3 cup all-purpose flour 

• 1/3 cup diy white wine 

• Pinch pepper 

DIRECTIONS 
Brined Turkey: 

In large saucepan, dissolve salt and sugar in 
boiling water. Peel zest from orange and lemon; 
squeeze juice into bowl. Add orange and lemon 
juices and zest to pan. Add garbc, allspice, 
peppercorns and bay leaves. Let cool slightly. 

In large stockpot placed inside cooler or large 
bucket, combine brine mixture with ice water. 
Let cool completely, about 1 hour. (Make-ahead; 
Cover and refrigerate for up to 3 days.) 

Remove neck and giblets from turkey; set 



neck aside for gravy. Discard giblets. Add tur¬ 
key to brine; cover and refrigerate for 12 to 15 
hours. 

Heat 1 burner of 2-bumer barbecue or 2 out¬ 
side burners of 3-bumer barbecue to medium. 
Seal soaked applewood chips in heavy-duty 
foil; poke several holes in top. Place over bt 
bumer(s) or directly on coals. Remove turkey 
from brine and rinse in cold water. Discard 
brine. Pat turkey diy inside and out. Place on 
greased rack in roasting pan; add reserved tur¬ 
key neck to pan. Brush turkey all over with oil. 
Place pan on grill over unlit burner with legs 
facing centre of grill. 

Close lid and cook, basting occasionally 
and covering loosely with fob if browning too 
quickly, until instant-read thermometer in¬ 
serted in thickest part of breast reads 170 F (77 
C) and juices run clear when meat is pierced, 2 
1/2 to 3 hours. Transfer to cutting board; cover 
loosely with fob and let rest for 30 minutes be¬ 
fore carving. 

Gravy: 

Remove neck from pan; set aside. Pour juices 
in cavity into heatproof liquid measure. If ne¬ 
cessary, add enough chicken broth to make 
3/4 cup. Drain ab but 1/4 cup fat from pan, 
adding butter if not enough fat remains; cook 
over medium heat for 1 minute, scraping up 
browned bits from bottom of pan. 

Add flour; cook, stirring, until slightly dark¬ 
ened, about 3 minutes. Add wine and reserved 
turkey juices. Stirring constantly, slowly add 2 
1/2 cups water and bring to boil. Add neck and 
pepper; cook over medium heat, stirring con¬ 
stantly, until thickened, 7 to 10 minutes, add¬ 
ing more water to thin, if desired. Strain and 
serve with turkey.

If you’re into

Holidays are rife with protocol 
and manners that you may just 
be breaking. 

Do you know when it is rude 
to bring food or flowers to a 
host? That’s right; your quick, 
kind stop at the flower shop 
may be working against you. 

The new book Which Fork 
do I Use? (Bums Rosemarie and 
Reed, Linda, Manners Simply, 
2014 $24.95 available online at 
mannerssimply.com) is laid out 
beautifully enough to be a gift 
itself. Which begs the question 
of whether this gift would be 
mde, hmmm. 

Did you know: 

• Food only moves in one 
direction when passed at the 
table. Eveiything from the 


bread basket to the turkey 
platter should always travel 
from left to right in a counter 
clockwise direction. 

• When eating soup, it is OK 
to lean forward slightly but do 
not blow. Wait until it cools 
enough to consume and use 
your spoon to scoop from the 
top or the edges where it is 
likely to be cooler. 

Fill spoon only 3/4 full and 
scoop away from you. Tilt 
the bowl away from you if 
need be and tap the edge of 
the spoon against the rim 
furthest from you to level off 
any drips. When you’re done, 
place the spoon in the “I’m 
finished” position with the 
bowl facing 4 o’clock across 
the dish. 

• Bread should be placed on 
the side plate or the rim of 
your dinner plate if no side 
plate is available. Small pieces 
should be ripped from your 
own slice or roll and buttered 
on the plate. Never butter in 
mid-air or in your hand. (This 
is North American style, in 
France, for instance, bread 
goes on the table cloth and it 
isn’t spread with butter.) 


• When enjoying the main 
meal, it is considered mde to 
cut more than one bite at a 
time. Use your fork and knife 
(properly!) to slice one small 
bite-sized piece at a time and 
chew and swallow it. 


• Coffee cups must be held 
by the handle, not cradled in 
the hands like a mug. 

• Never push your plate away 
from you when finished — 
this is considered pretty mde. 


Instead, use the “I’m finished” 
signal by placing your fork 
and knife together in a 4 
o’clock position. 

• Crunching your napkin and 
tossing it into your finished 


plate 

whether it is paper 
or cloth is mde. Fold when 
you are finished and place to 
the left of your setting. 

Of course, the key and critical 
tip is now and has always been 
“don’t talk with your mouthful.” 

The truth is, that’s just gross. 
Nothing you have to say is so 
important or entertaining that 
it will overcome the iclc factor of 
seeing your food all chunked up 
and flopping around your maw. 
(Or worse, falling out.)

French wines travel with a 
lot of baggage. 

There are the old wives’ 
tales that they’re all expen¬ 
sive, can only be drunk with 
food and, worse, that you 
have to be some kind of wine 
expert to truly enjoy them. 

All are baloney. While 
France does produce some 
of the priciest juice on the 
planet, and they all make a 
great pairing with the ap¬ 
propriate cuisine, the coun¬ 
try creates a wine for every 
palate and the vast majority 
can be drunk right out of 
the bottle. 

Though the light, fruity 
wines of Beaujolais are often 
considered the liquid gateway 
into French wines, I recom¬ 
mend starting in the Rhone 
Valley, especially if you’ve 
trained your taste buds on 
juicy, New World red wines. 

The Les Dauphins 2013 
Cotes du Rhone Reserve 


(S12.95-S14.99) 
is a Grenache-led 
red made with 
grapes from the 
southern part of 
the region. 

With its cool,

Mexican nun joins cooking 
show to save her order 

A plain-spoken Mexican 
nun has become an unlikely 
television star while trying 
to save her congregation 
from mounting debts. 

Sixty-eight-year-old Flo¬ 
rinda Ruiz Carapia, better 
known as "Hermana Flor," 
is one of five finalists on 
Mexico's version of Master 
Chef, a program in which 
contestants compete for 
a 1-million-peso ($78,000) 
prize.

The Ram 2500 Power Wagon 
is not your typical heavy-duty 
pickup. 

While the Power Wagon 
throws on all the formidable 
cargo and towing capacity only 
availably in these heavy-duty 
monsters (classified either as 
2500 or 3500 series trucks), this 
particular Ram model is also “fac- 
toiy equipped” for the roughest 
of off-road conditions. 

Typically you need to go to the 
aftermarket to equip a pickup to 
be this off-road serious. The only 
other factoiy-equipped pickup in 
this off-road league is the Ford 
F-150 Raptor, but the Raptor is 
a “light duty” pickup. It’s also 
not currently available, as Ford 
preps a new version for 2016. 

The 2500 Ram Power Wagon 
is also not a typical vehicle to use 
for a family sightseeing vacation 
in Alberta. But when I was scout¬ 
ing for a test vehicle that would 
be available during our week in 
the province, and the fine folks 
at FCA Canada said this particu¬ 
lar Power Wagon was primed 
and ready to go, well, I grabbed 
it, like a rodeo rider at the Stam¬ 
pede gripping the reins of a bull 
named ER Eddy. Experiencing 
Alberta by heavy-duty, off-road 
pickup? That sounded like a cool 


and appropriate combination. 

So what follows is not your 
typical road test, but a few ran¬ 
dom thoughts on family life with 
this beast during a great week 
in Alberta: 

• Six pieces of luggage (four 
cany-on and two check-in) did 
not make an appreciable dent 
in the almost 2,000-lb payload 
capacity. Going in, I thought such 
a lightly loaded pickup would 
certainly be jiggly most of the 
time, but Ram’s class-exclusive 
multi-link rear suspension, and 
recent frame stiffening, resulted 
in a surprising civil ride. 

• Even with “cylinder deactiva¬ 
tion” (which shuts down four 
cylinders when not needed), the 
6.4-litre “Hemi” V8 was always 
thirsty. Whenever I filled the 
tank, I turned my back on the 
pump, trying to ignore how the 
rolling numbers would invari¬ 
ably climb to the $100 mark. 

• You sit incredibly high in this 
thing. People in regular pickup 
trucks crane their necks to look 
up at you, and say, “Don’t hurt 
me” with their eyes. But with the 
cabin floor about two feet off the 
ground, and no running boards 
to get in the way of ground clear¬ 
ance, getting in was a challenge. 

• Interior comfort is afforded 
by two great attributes: This is 
a very wide truck with lots of 
elbowroom for eveiyone, and 
also a surprisingly quiet truck. 

• The massive front grille is de¬ 
signed to scare people and does. 
Lots of drivers let me pass once 
they saw that grille fill their 
rearview mirrors. And with 
410 horsepower and 429 lb-ft 
of torque, passing was always 
low stress, even on mountain 
passes. 


GERMANY 

Self-driving milestones herald ‘a new era for mobility’ 


Last Friday the Mercedes-Benz 
Actros became the world’s first 
production truck to drive au¬ 
tonomously on a public road. 

“Today’s premiere is a fur¬ 
ther important step towards 
the market maturity of autono¬ 
mously driving trucks — and to¬ 
wards the safe, sustainable road 
freight transport of the future,” 
said Daimler board member Dr. 
Wolfgang Bernhard of his jour¬ 
ney on the A8 between Denlc- 
endorf and Stuttgart airport. 

Thanks to a sensor array plus 
active safety systems, the truck 
is capable of taking over driving 


responsibilities in pre-defined 
situations such as on highways, 
where traffic flows and potential 
hazards are more predictable. 
The Highway Pilot Mode, which 
can be engaged and disengaged 
by the driver, can autonomous¬ 
ly ensure a safe distance from 
the vehicle ahead while main¬ 


taining lane discipline. If the car 
in front slows, the truck also ap¬ 
plies the brakes automatically. 

Friday’s demonstration was 
approved by the German state of 
Baden-Wurttemberg, following 
an inspection of the vehicle by 
the German Technical Inspec¬ 
tion Authority. 



Meanwhile in France... 

On the same day, in neighbour¬ 
ing France, a Peugeot Citroen 
prototype became the first self- 
driving car to travel on French 
public roads, navigating from 
Paris to Bordeaux fully autono¬ 
mously. 

As the first carmaker to ob¬ 
tain permission for 
self-driving technol¬ 
ogy testing on the 
nation’s roads, the

company had a head start on 
its rivals. Nevertheless, the 
580-lcilometre trip was a first 
for PSA Peugeot Citroen and 
for France as a whole, as it was 
the first time an autonomous 
car had driven on a public road 
within the countiy’s borders. 

“The journey made by our 
prototype today proves that au¬ 
tonomous vehicles are no longer 
a matter of science fiction,” said 
Carlos Tavares, chairman of the 
managing board of PSA Peugeot 
Citroen, on Friday. “This ushers 
in a new era for mobility, which 
I find truly exciting.” afp

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Mapping a better way to get around 


DRIVING FORCE 

Navigations 
systems have 
come a long way 
from paper days

Vehicle navigation systems are 
a great way to get around, figur¬ 
ing out your route and guiding 
you through all the turns. But 
they need to be regularly up¬ 
dated, and they’re going to have 
to become even more sophisti¬ 
cated to play a vital role in the 
future of autonomous driving. 

“There’s a big push for self¬ 
driving cars, and in the de¬ 
velopment of maps and loca¬ 
tion information,” says Harold 
Goddijn, president and CEO of 
TomTom. “There’s a whole new 
technology that must come 
together.” 

Mapping it out 

To make an electronic map, 
navigation companies work 
with automakers to determine 




• In the 1930s, you could 
buy a device that at¬ 
tached to the speedom¬ 
eter and scrolled through 
a paper map as you 
drove, showing cross¬ 
roads and turns. 

• Honda first offered a 
navigation system in the 
1981 Accord, which used 
road patterns and a gyro¬ 
scope to pinpoint the 
car's location. 

• Cars initially used maps 
stored on cassettes and 
CDs, while Pioneer intro¬ 
duced a GPS system in 
1990. 


the specifications required. 
Then it’s all about legwork. 
The mapmakers first go to lo¬ 
cal governments to see what 
maps they have, and digitize 
as much of these as they can. 
They then send employees out 
to drive the roads, using mobile 
mapping vans equipped with 
laser, radar and GPS to collect 
data, which is incorporated 
into the system. 

Keeping it current 

Once the navigation map is 
made, the next challenge is to 
keep it up to 


date. The company asks cus¬ 
tomers to report inaccuracies 
and changes, but it also watch¬ 
es vehicles connected to the 
network. TomTom can’t iden¬ 
tify individual cars, but it sees 
what traffic overall is doing. 

“If we see a lot of people 
driving on what we think isn’t 
a road, we look at satellite pic¬ 
tures to see if there’s a (new) 
road there,” Goddijn says. “Or 
when we see large amounts of 
cars making traffic violations 
because they are going down 
a one-way street, it’s probably 


something that has changed in 
the direction of flow.” 

Right now, updating maps 
in existing vehicles can be a 
cumbersome task, but as more 
and more vehicles come on¬ 
line through wireless connec¬ 
tions, navigation companies 
can download new informa¬ 
tion to them. 

Self-driving cars 

The next big hurdle for map- 
makers is developing systems 
that are accurate enough that 
autonomous cars can use them 


without the driver’s assistance. 

“We need to know how many 
lines are on the road, how many 
lanes there are, and 20-centi- 
metre accuracy where an exit 
starts and where it ends,” God¬ 
dijn says. “We need all that to 
give the computer in the car 
the information to accurately 
plan its next manoeuvre, and 
know where it is and where 
it’s heading.” 

This will require even more 
map maintenance, because 
while a driver can see a change 
in traffic patterns ahead and 
take a different 


route, an autonomous car 
following an outdated map 
might not be aware of de¬ 
tours due to construction or 
crashes. 

“We’re building a self-learn¬ 
ing and self-improving system 
that’s highly automated and 
based on machine learning 
and other technologies,” God¬ 
dijn says. “This will help us to 
make sure that the maps are ac¬ 
curately reflecting the reality.”

A FIRST 

Huge hydrogen station for both 
land and sea 

San Francisco, Calif., might soon be home to the world's lar¬ 
gest hydrogen refuelling station, and the first one to serve 
both land and marine vehicles. The city might also soon get 
its own high-speed hydrogen-fuel-cell ferry as part of a dem¬ 
onstration project backed by public and private interests, 
says Green Car Reports. That ferryboat will need a place to 
refuel, as will hundreds and then thousands of hydrogen 
fuel-cell cars arriving from Toyota, Honda and Hyundai over 
the next five years, such as the Toyota Mirai (pictured). If it 
goes ahead, the fueling station will serve cars, buses and 
fleet vehicles, in addition to the ferryboat and other fuel-cell 
vessels, dispensing up to 1,500 kilograms of hydrogen a day. 


MANUFACTURING 

Steel industry flexes muscles in 
weight contest 

Aluminum and carbon-fibre components might be taking 
up ever-greater portions of vehicle composition, but don't 
count steel out yet. As some automakers pursue a mixed- 
materials approach to lightweight bodies by strategically 
adding aluminum and carbon fibre to their construction, 
as in Ford's aluminum F-150 pickup (pictured), the industry 
insists that steel alone can provide lightweight strength for 
less material and manufacturing costs. The disadvantage to 
using aluminum and carbon fibre "is the cost," Audi quality 
manager Manfred Sindel told a recent automotive confer¬ 
ence in Traverse City, Mich. Jody Hall of the Steel Market De¬ 
velopment Institute told the conference that the more than 
200 new grades of steel already in production "give auto¬ 
makers all they need" to reduce weight, increase strength 
and cut costs, reported Automotive News.

For Tim Johnson, travel isn’t just 
a passion; it’s a way of life. The 
36-year-old journalist, bom and 
raised in Peterborough, Ont., 
started globetrotting in his early 
20s when he backpacked with 
friends to destinations across 
Europe and Central America, 
and hasn’t looked back. 

To date, he’s visited more 
than 100 countries on all seven 
continents.

in a row, driving much of the 
way down old Route 66, visiting 
the Grand Canyon, Las Vegas, 
Los Angeles and San Francisco, 
up to the Okanagan Valley and 
back across Canada. Our entire 
family loves to travel.” 

As an adult, he continued 
to travel with his parents. He 
invited them along for a trip 
to Hawaii — a place his mom 
always dreamt of visiting. It was 
truly a vacation of a lifetime. 

After his mom passed away 
in 2014, he wanted to keep the 
family tradition going by invit¬ 
ing his dad, now 67, to accom¬ 
pany him while he was research¬ 
ing various stories. 

Their travels began modestly 
with a weekend trip to Ottawa.

They’re pay¬ 
ing off!”’ 

The greatest gift of exploring 
the world with his father has 


been getting to know him better. 

“We always had a good rela¬ 
tionship when my mother was 
alive, but it was different. Now, 
our communication is more dir¬ 
ect and we talk more,” Johnson 
says. “In Nevis, we spent a lot of 
time just sitting on the balcony 
of our hotel, which overlooked 
the sea and the mountains of 
St. Kitts, and just talked, for 
hours even. We would both 
bring books out there, but in¬ 
evitably we ended up talking 
more than reading.”

DRUG POLICY 

Players 
react to 
cocaine 
report 

Cocaine was a hot topic at NHL 
practices on the eve of the regu¬ 
lar season’s opening day after 
a report that the drug’s use is 
up among players. 

In an interview with TSN, 
deputy commissioner Bill Daly 
said cocaine use in the league 
has risen, adding that he didn’t 
think it was a crisis involving 
more than 20 players. 

Daly said he wasn’t sure how 
many players use the drug be¬ 
cause the league doesn’t “test 
in a comprehensive way.” 

Reactions on the report and 
the possibility of more drug 
testing were varied. At Mont¬ 
real Canadiens’ practice, P.K. 
Subban said he’s not in favour 
of players doing drugs. 

“Our message to kids is al¬ 
ways, ‘Don’t do drugs,”’ Sub¬ 
ban said. 

“Regardless of what the 
league does, that is something 
that is unfortunately out there, 
not just in hockey but in the 
world. I don’t know what the 
situation is in hockey, but co¬ 
caine’s a crazy drug.” 

Rumours of players using 
cocaine are nothing new. Jar- 
ret Stoll was arrested in April 
for cocaine possession at a Las 
Vegas hotel. 

The NHL and NHL Players’ As¬ 
sociation have had a Substance 
Abuse and Behavioural Health 
Program in place since 1996. 

As part of the NHL’s drug¬ 
testing program, there are 2,400 
samples taken each season for 
inspection for performance¬ 
enhancing substances. 

A third of them are also 
screened for so-called “drugs 
of abuse,” though a positive 
test does not cariy any kind of 
suspension or fine.
